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More Power Given 
War Labor Board 
By President | 


With the announcement, just 


as this issue of the East Bay 
Labor Journal is being pub- 
lished, that drastic penalties 


may henceforth be meted out to 
all who fail to comply with its 
orders, the national war labor board 
has become the supreme arbiter of 
the wages, hours and working con- 
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workers. | 

In an executive order issued on 
August 18th, President Roosevelt | 
has empowered the stabilization di- 
ector to proceed against non-com- 
pliers as soon as they are so re- 
ported to him by the board. The 
principal penalties that may be in- 
voked are as follows: 


1—Withdrawal of a_ union’s 
contractual rights and _ privi- 
leges, including depriving 
unions who have the check-off 
system of dues collection of 
these dues pending compliance. 


2—Withholding of priorities 
and war contracts from em- 
ployers. | 
3—Cancellation of draft de- 
ferment of strikers. | 


The new executive order has been 
enunciated under the war labor 
disputes act (Smith-Connally), 
which left the enforcement of the 
WLB’s orders to executive action. 
Comment of a board member is 
significant: “It puts teeth in both 
upper and lower jaws.” 

Doubly significant now in the 
light of the new executive order 
are recently issued statements of 
policy by the war labor board. In 
denying a general wage increase 
to Los Angeles street railway em- 
ployes on July 23, the board held 
that the wages were not sub-stan- 
dard and stated flatly that it in- 
tended to “hold the line’ against 
inflation even though “other di- 
visions of the anti-inflation army 
may weaken.” An August 6th de- 
cision reaffirmed the board’s policy 
of acting on arbitration awards 
“only in the light of their con- 
formity with their wage stabiliza- 
tion policies, and not with Feast | 
to the merits of the case.”

Events Prove Anti-Labor Law Promotes Strikes 


| InWar Industries, Council Says | 


The AFL executive council demanded prompt repeal of the Smith- | 
Connally act because events have proved that it tends to promote strikes | 
rather than prevent them. | 

The council blamed this anti-labor law for disrupting war production | 
and creating chaotic conditions in many plants where otherwise exercise | 
of normal union discipline would have averted a crisis. Thus, the efforts | 
of AFL unions to comply with the no-strike pledge are actually being 
thwarted by this obnoxious legislation, the council charged. Its state- | 
iment follows: } 

Continued successful enforcement of the American Federation of | 
Labor's no-strike policy is seriously threatened by the Smith-Connally | 
act. Events already have proved the validity of our warning to congress | 
at the time the measure was being considered. We said then that this | 
ill-considered law would promote strikes rather than prevent them. That | 
is just what is happening now. 

Under Attorney General Biddle’s interpretation of the ambiguous 
language of this law, any group of employes in a war plant —no 
matter how small a minority they represent — may petition for a 
strike vote. 

Thus the way is opened for disrupting production and creating chaotic 
|conditions in thousands of cases where otherwise the exercise of union 
discipline would have averted the crisis from coming to a head. 
| There are always a disgruntled few in any plant who are dissatisfied 
| with conditions and advocate extreme measures. Nowadays, with prices 
| of food increasing steadily while wages remain frozen, such trouble- 
jmakers find it easier than ever to gain converts. Without the Smith- 
| Connally act, unions would be able in almost every case to prevail upon

AFL Launches “All-Out” Political Drive For 1944; 
Demands Congress Repeal Smith-Connally Act; 
Urges “‘Jobs-For-All” Post-War Production Plan 


Unions To Join In Campaign To Get Out Full Labor 
Vote And Follow Non-Partisan Policy 


The American Federation of Labor launched a nation-wide political 
drive to elect members of congress in 1944 who are friendly to labor’s 


cause. President William Green announced that the executive council 
had authorized a concerted campaign to get out the labor vote in 
every city. Instructions will be sent to all affiliated unions, including 


city central bodies and state federations, to see to it that all AFL mem- 
bers register in accordance with local laws so that they may be eligible 
to vote. Likewise, local campaign committees will be under orders to 
follow up on the membership and make certain they go to the polls on 
election day. Mr. Green emphasized that the executive council had 
reaffirmed the federation's traditional non-partisan political policy. This 
provides for the election of labor’s friends and the defeat of its enemies, 


regardless of their political affiliations. Also, the federation wil] endorse 
no national political party or ticket 
A national non-partisan political committee will be set up in 


Washington to check the records of all candidates for public office 

and to decide whether the AFL will endorse or oppose them in 

accordance with their attitude on labor questions.

Withholding Tax 


American labor has the BY S. J. DONOHUE : 


proud record of paying a 
greater portion of the nation’s 
income tax than ever before 


and meeting its tax obligations 
with a fine patriotic spirit which is 
setting an example for the rest of 
the country, treasury department 
officials told a special labor press 
conference in Washington, D. C. 


At the same time these officials 
emphasized that only a small per- 
centage of wage-earners will be re- 
quired to make income tax returns 
September 15th, but they urged 
that each worker make sure that 
he is not one of those who, under 
the law, will have to file a return 
at that time. 


Harold Graves, assistant com- 
missioner of internal revenue, 
told labor reporters that 
through the operation of the 
withholding tax, which went 
into effect July Ist, the large 
majority of the nation’s wage- 
earners have become automat- 
ically current on their 1943 
taxes and will have no addi- 
tional payments to make, ex- 
cept for a possible small bal- 
ancing payment when the year- 
end report is filed next March 
15th. 

However, some persons — those 
making over $2,700 a year if single 
and over $3,500 if married, as well 
as those with supplemental sources 
of income — will be required on or 
before September 15 to file declara- 
tions of estimated income for 
and at that time to pay at least 
half of the balance of the estimated 
tax due 

Mr. Graves said that every per- 
son who filed an income tax re- 
turn last March will shortly receive 
a blank to be filled out by Septem- 
ber 15th if his income is above the 
prescribed amount. He urged that 
everyone study the form carefully 
in order ascertain whether or 
not he falls in the group which 
owes more in September. Only one

Drive To Destroy Trade 
‘Unionism Shows Fascism 
‘Has Invaded U. S., AFL 
General Counsel Charges 


Fascism has invaded America, 
Joseph A. Padway, American Fed- 
eration of Labor general counsel, 
declared in addressing the Wis- 
consin State Federation of Labor, 
5ist annual convention at Eau 
Claire. 

Fascism here, he said, is repre- 
sented by insidious efforts to de- 
stroy trade unionism, invariably the 
first step taken by European dic- 
tators. 

As an example of these efforts, 
Padway cited reactionary labor 
legislation pressed in many states 
and passed in 12. If these laws are 
he said, a_ revolutionary 
change will be wrought in the labor 
movement. 


“Labor,” Padway said, “will be- 
come the political pawn of the 
state and politicians who may issue 
death warrants at their own whim 
and fancy.” 

Padway sharply condemned the 
national labor relations board’s 
support of the CIO “raiding tactics” 
citing the Kaiser west coast case 
an example, flayed the labor 
board’s reference to the AFL as a 
“racketeering organization,” and 
jattacked the efforts of the then 
attorney general, Thurman Arnold, 
| who, he said, had been “kicked up- 
| stairs” into a federal judgeship, to 
| destroy organized labor by anti- 
| trust law prosecutions. The speaker
